Battle Creek, Mich., September 5.— 
(P)—Wayne B. Wheeler, general 
counsel of the Anti-Saloon League of 
America, died at Battle Creek sani- 
tarium late this afternoon. He was 
taken to the sanitarium three days ago 
from his summer home at Little Pointe 
Sable, Mich. 

Wheeler was taken ill last 
dav with a kidney ailment, from 
which he had been undergoing treat- 
ment for several years. He was re- 
moved from his home to a 
and, after an examination, 
the sanitarium, where it was at first 
decided to perform an operation. 

Wheeler apparently responded rap- 
idly to treatment, however, and 
showed so much improvement yester- 
day that it was decided not to operate. 

Thought Out of Danger. 

A bulletin issued late last pight by 
his physician, Dr. Lloyd E. Verity, 
said the dry leader's condition had im- 
proved to such an extent that it was 
theught he would 
within a few days. 

Today, however,

In, dying at 45 p. m. 

Members of Wheeler's familv 
at the bedside when death occurred. 

Wheeler had told his physicians that 
he felt much better and had asked per- 
. mission to read in his bed. A nurse 
handed him a book and as he lifted it, 
fell forward, dying instantly.

Verity declared death was due to a 
heart attack aggravated by the kidney 
trouble.

Both offer- 
ings are dated September 15. 

Subscriptions for the certificates 
and cash subscriptions for the notes! 
are invited at par and accrued inter- 
est, while the exchange subscriptions 
are offered at 100 1-8. 

In addition to the cash offering of 
notes, these securties will be exchang- 
ed for second Liberty loan converted 
4 1-4 per cent bonds, the amount for 
exchange to be limited only by the 
amount of the second 4 1-4s tendered 
and accepted. ‘There are $1,180,924,- 
000 of these bonds outstanding. The 
exchange offering, which is virtually 
the same as that.of March 15 last, 
except for the premium. was said to 
be “in furtherance of the treasury’s 
refunding program.” 

Interest on any second 4 1-4s sur- 
rendered and accepted upon allotted 
exchange subscriptions will be paid 
in full to November 15, 1927, when 
all bonds of the second Liberty loan 
have been called for redemption.

Miss. Viola Keistler, petite brunette 
lodger in the Willis home, appeared 
in the role of a surprise witness, as 
she had been subpoenaed originally 
by the prosecution. Self-possessed and 
in a clear voice the little stateswom- 
an gave testimony on the following 
points. 

“Mrs. Willis came to her room and 
gave the alarm within two or three 
minutes of the shooting.

Georgians Are Chicken-Eaters. 

The appetites of Georgians run 
very strongly to chicken meat. That 
is evidenced by the fact that, inde- 
pendent of home. produce and _ con- 
sumption. we spend $18,000,000 a 
year in the open poultry trade. That 
figures $6 per capita, counting all 
inhabitants of the state; but, after 
all, that means about a dozen chick- 
ens annually, or one each per month. 
And that.is figuring the price of the 
chickens at the lowest level it usual- 
ly reaches. 

The particularly important fact 
about this chicken matter is that 
only about $11,250,000 worth of our 
market chickens. are produced here in 
the state and that for the others we 
send out annually to the poultry- 
raisers of other states the very re- 
spectable sum of $6,750,000. 

That is enough money to build us 
a new and handsome state capitol, 
costing nearly six times as much as 
the present one did. 3 

There is no one able to explain 
why our Georgia ruralists do not in- 
erease their ponltry outputs at least 
to the extent of supplying our home 
markets. It would help them greatly 
in making their farms profitable to 
add $6,000,000 to $7,000,000 annual- 
ly to their incomes—and how. easily 
that could be done!

What Our Henneries Need. 


Tn order to make up the annual def- 
icit of home poultry supply we need 
3,500,000 more hens on the farms of 
the state. 

That would mean the addition. of 
only a dozen hens to every farm in 
Georgia. One-fourth of the farms, 
counting only the more thrifty ones, 
could easily carry 50 hens more than 


‘wide 


now, and do it with substantial an- 
nual additions to their incomes. 

Understand that the above remarks 
are confined wholly to the chicken- 
meat part of the poultry ‘problem. 
And market men say that is not the 
whole story, for the demand for 
friers, rethite roasters and stewers 
is constantly. growing. 

When we turn to the egg-end of 
the stuation we discover some more 
interesting facts.  . 

For instance, the annual open mar- 
ket trade in eggs in Georgia amounts 
to $22,500,000 annually, and of that 
large sum our home-produced eggs 
secure only $13,750,000, making it 
necessary for the ege-eaters of the, 
state to send $8,750,000 away to other, 
states for the fruit of the hen’s nest. | 

It looks downright scandalous that | 
we have to buy from our ont-state 
neighbors nearly $3 worth of eggs 
every year for each man, woman and 
child on: the soil of Georgia—as good 
ground on which to pasture hens and 
produce eggs as there is on the con- 
tinent ! 


Means a Million a Month. | 

If the various associations of wom- 
en in Georgia, that are. interested in 
improving the economic conditions of 
their sisters, expecially in the rural 
sections, would take up. this great 
crusade for “chickens and eggs” they 
could, in a tonple of years. add to 
the incomes of the farmers’ wives 
a million dollars per month. 

The deficit in those articles of 
trade and daily consumption in Geor- 
gia. is now $12,000,000 every year. 
and yet that entire amount can be 
kept and sgent in the state between 
producers and consumers. Isn't that 
a big prize for the women’s federa- 
tions to fight for? 

You see, this chicken and egg busi- 
ness is not one to be sniffed at. Last 
year there were 700,000,000 fowls 
acheduled in the poultry yards of the 
United States, having a farm value 
of $500,000,000. 

Those poultry vards produced a to- 
tal of 2,000.000,000 dozen eggs with 
a market value of $720,000,000. 

Figuring poultry valnes at an in- 
dex mark of 100 in 1913 they reached 
171.8 in 1925. Hens that sold in 
1913 at an average of 21 cents per 
pound brought 36.6 per pound in 1925. 
Higgs that were at 35 cents in 1913 
were sold at retail in 1925 for an av- 
erage price of 52 cents per dozen. Now. 
here in Atlanta, hens are 26 to 30 
cents per pound and eggs are 33 to 
40 cents per dozen. F

John enters the high school 
this year and is, therefore, a new 
boy to me. This year we have some 
hundreds of boys, each one is differ- 
ent and your boy is no exception. 
Very likely there are some hundreds 
of different fathers who feel more, 
or less as you do. They, too. want 
their boys to have the best chance 
in life: they. too, feel that they lack 
education: they, too, have their mis-| 
givings as to the future outlook of 
their hopefuls. 

It is the business of this school and 
its faculty to do everything it can to 
discover John and to have John dis- 
cover himself. We must help bim 
make a wise selection of his course 
of study. I understand he is enrolled, 
somewhat against his wishes, in the 
college preparatory course. This is 
the hardest course in our school and 


all colleges accept our certification, 
we have to be particularly strict in 
certifying our graduates for college 


entrance. Furthermore colleges be- 
cause of tremendous enrollments are 
tending to select with ever greater 
care the candidates for admission. 


Unfortunately, but nevertheless true, 
John will find our high school some- 
what different than the elementary 
school which he attended. Here he wil! 
probably recite under a dozen differ- 
ent teachers, each one ‘a specialist 
in his subject-and each interested in 
teaching the subject to the best of 
his ability.
